A male or female citizen, twenty-one years of age, who has taken 
the freeman’s oath and whose list, including poll, is taken in a town at the annual 
assessment preceding a town meeting, and whose poll and old age assistance taxes 
due such town, were paid prior to January | preceding such town meeting, or who 
has attained the age of twenty-one years subsequent to the last annual assessment 
and resided in the town since April | last preceding, or who is exempt from taxation 
for any cause, shall be a voter in town meeting while residing in such town, provided, 
however, that the assessment of a special poll tax shall not affect the qualifications 
for voting. Such citizen, if a resident of an incorporated village within such town, 
shall not vote in town meeting for road commissioner unless at least fifteen per cent 
of the last highway tax of such incorporated village has been paid to the town treas- 
urer to be expended upon the highways of the town outside of such incorporated 
village. A person qualified to vote in town meeting under the provisions of this 
section shall be qualified to vote in all other municipal meetings.”

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


Jonte Bauman was appointed selectman until the next regular Town Meeting as 
prescribed by law, due to Tom Meade’s resignation. Paul Kaemmerlen resigned 
as school director in November and Elizabeth Brown was appointed to fill the 
vacancy. 


In April we instituted specifications for town road acceptance and also asked that 
permits be required to approach town roads. 

In June we issued 54 removal notices for signs which existed in the public right-of- 
way. We greatly appreciate the co-operation of all those involved and report that 
everyone has complied. 

During the summer most of our town signs were erected as a first step in improving 
directional travel throughout Dover. We also wish to report that an interested 
group of people have presented to the selectmen a plan utilizing uniform directional 
signs for business away from the main flow of traffic. This is another important 
step toward a good sign program. 


Shortly after town meeting we plan to modify our specifications for town road 
acceptance by adding a few more stipulations. 


Dover Hill Road was completed to the finishing gravel and paved surfacing will 
be put on next summer.

SCHOOL DIRECTORS’ REPORT 


The main event of this school year was the outcome of the Special Town Meeting 
which authorized the School Directors to purchase a mobile schoolroom. Mrs. Jean 
Mundell was engaged to teach full time this year and now each of our four teachers 
has only two grades. Until the schoolroom arrived classes for the third and fourth 
grades were conducted by Mrs. Mundell in the Town Hall. In addition to the 
regular curriculum, Mrs. Lucienne Krausz was hired to instruct the upper grades in 
French and Mrs. Ellen Bauman teaches music to all grades. 


The School Directors appreciate the work and services of all those connected with 
the operation of our school during the year as well as the past work of Mr. Harold 
Hershfield, our former Superintendent. His replacement is Mr. Richard F. Zani, 
who came to us from Massachusetts on September |, 1966. Mr. Zani makes his 
home in South Newfane. 


During the summer months the first and second grade room, the bathrooms, and 
the outside trim were painted. Student desks, tables, and a teacher’s desk were 
purchased as well as many new books and science materials. A new security light 
has been installed in the yard of the school which illuminates the whole entrance area. 


The School Directors are working on a teacher salary schedule to put the Town 
of Dover on a favorable scale with other towns in the area for acquiring and keeping 
good teachers. 


In view of the re-organization of the school districts which is coming up in the 
legislature and the way the new mobile room is working out, your school directors 
feel that no further building should be undertaken for a year or two. 


Since we now have four full time teachers, the salary item of the budget will be 
going up as well as higher tuition and higher transportation costs; therefore, we are 
asking for a tax of $1.40.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


This is my first report to the Town of Dover concerning the educational progress 
in the Dover system since I assumed the superintendency from Mr. Harold Hershfield 


on September |, 1966. 


We live in an age when dynamic forces are working with incredible speed; man is 
advancing so rapidly on all fronts that new knowledge and technology confront him 
even before he can fully understand his past achievements. It requires virtually 
running at top speed just to keep up with the modern changes in today’s world. 
Nowhere in our society are these changes more noticeable than in the field of educa- 
tion. 


We all recognize that education is important in any society, but in a free nation 
such as ours, education is vital to our very survival. We exist as a free nation dedicat- 
ed to the proposition that ALL men are created free and equal and have equality 
of opportunity. If we are going to pay more than lip service to these words “equality 
of opportunity,’’ we must provide our children with an education which will enable 
them to compete with other children from other cities and towns in this great country 
of ours. We area global nation now; no longer will the great majority of our students 
remain in Dover for the rest of their lives. They will be competing with others for 
education and jobs and for their very survival. Thus it is important that we provide 
the base upon which they may build a future. 


We recognize that individuals vary in their ability to profit from an education 
and must offer many different levels of instruction and expect different levels of 
achievement. Man does not run at the same speed, nor jump to the same heights; 
he does not learn at the same rate of speed nor in the same amounts, but he should 
strive for excellence in his own way in everything he does. We want our students to 
work to the best of their ability and feel we have an obligation to provide them with 
the educational opportunity commensurate with their ability. 


The teaching staff of Windham Central District are being constantly improved by 
means of teacher meetings, curriculum studies committees and visitations to other 
systems to observe new techniques of teaching. They realize that curriculum entails 
more than fact accumulation and developing skills. 


The objectives in achieving a unified curriculum is to attain an equal emphasis 
on the needs of the individual and those of society. Therefore, this year our curricular 
studies are in the areas of 1) READING, which is most essential to our way of life and 
2) LANGUAGE ARTS, which today’s American can no longer half learn. The 
teachers of Windham Central District will meet five half days during the year, to 
listen to experts; to re-evaluate the Reading and Language Arts and, if need be, to 
reconstruct programs which will be modern in approach and achieve more in less time. 


Extra curricular activities are being stressed more today because of the values the 
pupils learn in the areas of leadership and ethical living. Children will also receive 
training in citizenship and gain experience in group life. It is our goal to have 
students discover worthwhile activities for the ever amounting leisure time which 
they are inheriting. And many extra valuable experiences and subject matter 
can be gained which is lost in a structured school program. 
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Another area which is being probed by the teachers is that of Audio-Visual Aids. 
Actually, A.V. methods are one of the oldest means of instruction. The development 
of the written language has helped us experience areas when it was once impossible. 
Unfortunately, in recent years, the abstractions of language in many instances have 
been used as substitutes for direct experiences in learning. The audio-visual idea 
provides an unlimited variety of approaches and ideally, this variety ought to be 
used in every subject area as a means to help teaching become freely individual. 


Of considerable concern to all of us in Dover is the future of our secondary school 
arrangements. Recently, a committee was appointed by state legislature to study 
the “reorganization of school districts’ in the state of Vermont. A Temporary Ad- 
visory Commission presently is seeking solutions to the eminent problems of high 
school accreditation and suitable housing for secondary pupils. While regional- 
ization is not the only solution, it will guarantee good secondary educational 
facilities to the small community which could not afford to build and staff a high 
school. 


The increasing cost of all town departments is a concern to all of us. However, 
we note that education is so important that we must not allow a false sense of economy 
to prevail to the extent that we deprive our children of their birth-right, quality 
education for life in our democracy.

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FIRE NOTICE 


All persons are reminded that under Vermont Statutes, Title 10, Section 1496,. 
permits are required for outside fires with certain exceptions. 


Sec. 1496. BRUSH FIRES: penalty 


(a) Fires kindled for the purpose of burning brush or for other lawful purpose 
shall be kindled only at such times and under such conditions as will enable the 
parties starting them to keep them entirely under control. Except as provided in 
this section, a person shall not kindle or authorize another to kindle a fire in the 
open air for the purpose of burning brush, weeds, grass, or rubbish of any kind 
except where there is snow on the site, without first obtaining permission from the 
fire warden or deputy warden of the town, or the state forester, or his deputy, stating 
when and where such fire may be kindled. Whenever such permission is granted, 
such warden, or state forester or his deputy, within twelve hours, shall issue a written 
permit for record purposes stating when and where such fire may be kindled. Such 
permission shall not be required for the kindling of a fire in a location which is two 
hundred feet or more from any woodland, timberland or field containing dry grass 
or other inflammable plant material contiguous to woodland. 


(b) A person who violates a provision of this section shall be fined not more than 
$200.00 or imprisoned not more than six months, or both. 


(c) Whenever the state forester shall deem that the public safety of any town 
or portion of a town of this state does not require the protection provided by this 
section, he may cause the town fire warden of any such town to post notices to that 
effect in not less than five conspicuous places in such town. 


(d) The provisions of this section will not apply whenever (1) such notices have 
been posted; nor (2) to fires built in stone arches at state recreational areas; nor (3) 
to fires built in special containers used for burning brush, waste, weeds, grass or 
rubbish when conditions are deemed satisfactory to the town fire warden, nor (4) 
to areas within cities or villages maintaining a fire department.

A. To see if the Town School District will authorize the School Directors to 
borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


B. To see what tax the Town School District will vote for the expenses of the 
School District for the ensuing year. 


C. To see what salaries and expenses the Town School District will vote to 
pay its officers for the coming year. 


D. To transact any other business of the Town School District which may 
legally come before the meeting.

In March we approved the installation of a bathroom in the Town Clerk’s office. 
A driven well was included in this project. 


In April, improvements were made to our specifications for Town Road accept- 
ance. 


Due to the defeat of the proposition made to the town to buy equipment and build 
a town garage, we have experienced an increase in the winter work expenses. The 
board believes the present method of leasing equipment is still a very serious and 
expensive problem. We feel the taxpayers should give this problem much more 
consideration. 


In June we voted to turn old town roads, No. 9 — 12 — 13 — 32 into trails pursuant 
to title 19 V.S.A. Chap. 7. We also voted to discontinue old town road No. 10. 


In July we purchased Marshall Howe’s 40 acre lot for our new Town Dump. Be- 
cause of the serious dump problem the town was very fortunate to find land avail- 


able.

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DOVER PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


Members of the Planning Board met May 8 with James Edgerton area develop- 
ment specialist, and Ray Pestle, county extension agent, to learn about the duties 
and responsibilities of town planning boards and sources of help which are available. 


During the summer much attention has been given to various problems of the 
town. Land has been found for a dump, and the selectmen have been able to 
solve that situation well. 


Mrs. Shippee resigned from the Planning Board and Mrs. Dorothy Holland was 
named to take her place. 


In September members of the board and the selectmen met informally at Jack 
Veller’s office, to discuss with Mr. Goerge Browne, Wilmington Town Manager, 
the duties and responsibilities of a town manager. Mr. Browne told of how a 
diary well kept will justify rise and fall of expenses affected by a wide variety of 
weather conditions, and thus show in comparisons year by year. The role of town 
manager as road commissioner was also discussed and the many advantages of such 
an arrangement was shown to be very helpful financially. 


Wilmington selectmen met with the Dover selectmen and the Planning Board 
in October to discuss the town manager system, and other problems which might 
be jointly handled. It was emphasized that a better paid manager could be hired 
for two towns and so better results could be expected. It was brought out that 
lack of building permit regulations is causing difficulty and it was suggested that 
at least a declaration of intent to build or alter should be required. 


Constant study has been given to the subject of a town garage and we have come 
to the conclusion that the data presented to date does not justify the adoption of 
Article 6 of the Warning. Further, the Planning Board feels that the next logical 
step before considering this program would be the adoption of the Town Manager 
system of town government.

SCHOOL DIRECTORS’ REPORT 


In an effort to improve our school facility, and up grade the quality of our child- 
ren’s education, we present some of the enactments of the Dover School Directors, 
during the past year. 


The teaching staff was joined, in September, by Milton David Rockwell. He is 
teaching grades 5, 6, 7, & 8 language and social studies. 


A reading program has been added to the curriculum under the direction of Mrs. 
Poole. It is designed to help those pupils with reading problems. 


The children entering grade I were introduced to general school routine through 
the summer kindergarten. We hope to continue this, and eventually add a full 
time kindergarten. 


Improvements and repairs were made on the school property. On the play- 
ground, brush and fallen trees were removed and it was filled and graded at the 
lower end near the small shed. All the wooden swing seats were replaced with the 
canvas strap type for safety. 


The extra activities at the school included a trip to Expo 67, a science fair, and 
a trip to Camp Sargent. 


We have been taking advantage of the government programs available to us. 


Under Title II] we sent two teachers and two students to a special training pro- 


gram conducted at Putney School last summer. 


Looking toward the future of our entire school system, the Directors attended 
a series of study meetings held by direction of the State Board of Education. We — 
studied the feasibility of a Union School System. Recommendations were pre- 
sented to the State but no decisions have been made.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS : 


I herewith submit my annual report as Superintendent of Schools for Windham 
Central District for the school year ending June 30, 1967. 


Many innovations were started in Windham Central District because of the en- 
thusiastic participation of the teachers, school board members and citizens. 


During the spring of 1967 the teachers curriculum studies were in the areas of 
Reading and Language Arts. Nine of our teachers visited out-of-state schools 
and came back with information on grouping children, individualized instruction, 
phonics, etc. Many new practices and thoughts have been brought into the class- 
room. An outgrowth of the project was a summer workshop in Reading. Three 
excellent consultants were hired as instructors. The surplus teacher-fee money 
was matched by the town and a Math Consultant was hired for the school year 


1967-68. 


Two towns are using the continuous progress type of instruction. Pupils are 
learning at their own rates according to ability, performance and I.Q.—the faster 
pupils are moving ahead as able and the academically slower pupils are receiving 
much more help. 


The services of a travelling child psychologist have been obtained through Family 
and Child Guidance Center. He is being very helpful to teachers who have chil- 
dren whose educational progress is impaired because of emotional or physical 
problems. 


A summer kindergarten was started in Dover. The town of Jamaica is formulat- 
ing plans for a spring kindergarten. The three pre-schools (Farm-in-the-Dell, 
Brookline included) will be able to service all of Windham Central District pre- 
school children. We see continually the need for pre-school education as our 
grade schools become involved more and more in their curricula. 


Helping Reading teachers have been hired in two towns. Their function is to 
help children individually with reading problems. 


For the school year 1967-1968 to date $24,563.68 in grant money originating in 
the Federal Government programs has been used. This money does not come 
from local taxes. There is a possibility that another $2,000 may be used before 
June 30, 1968. Perhaps a definition of the Titles may be in order. 


Title I—Summer Remedial programs for children who for some reason fell be- 
hind. This program possibly may be changed so that teacher aides and helping 
reading teachers will be used in all schools throughout the school year. 


Title [I—Library books are purchased with Federal grant funds. Each school 
district is apportioned money according to the number of pupils. This amount 
allotted is approximately $2.25 per pupil. 


Title 11I—Innovative Projects. Most of the research and development in this 
area, according to statistics, is supposed to return four dollars for every one dollar 
spent. Presently this is difficult to prove because much of what is being done 
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will not show gains in our pupils for 3 or 4 years. We are enjoying pupil concerts 
twice yearly in practically all of Windham Central District schools. Five children 
and four teachers were part of the Putney Project, an experiment in new and ex- 
citing ways of teaching in the classroom plus community living. This year’s 

_ science curriculum studies consultants and material is being paid for by the re- 
mainder of the Putney Project money. 


Operation Headstart (Kindergarten program) is another category in which the 
Federal Government provides 80% of the total cost. Unfortunately, because of 
criteria restrictions, Windham Central District was qualified to have only one in- 
stead of four as originally planned.

The figure above is an approximate figure because of an estimated $2,000 more 
is to be spent in our Curriculum Studies Area. Broken down to pupil ratio, it 
is approximately $40.00 per pupil. 


Future projects for Windham Central District by the CAUSE (Children’s Asso- 


ciates United for Special Education) Trustees in the planning stage are: 


1. Diagnostic Center for students having problems in the major curriculum 

areas, especially reading. It is hoped that Title VI (Planning for Handicapped 

Children) and Title III (Innovation) will pay for said project. The Diagnostic 
Center will be the first of its kind in Vermont. 


2. Sheltered Workshop for retarded children. It is planned that children 16 
vears and older will be taught a trade so that these students will be able to function 
|) our society. 


During the school years 1968-71 Windham Central District will belong to an 
Action Center For Teachers, housed in Woodstock. The program and consul- 
ants will be available in the areas of teacher self-assessment and continuous pro- 
\eress. The curriculum studies for Windham Central District during the school 


ear 1968-69 will be in both of these areas. 


The new Leland and Gray Union High School staff, school board members and 
iaterested citizens should benefit greatly by the action center, for visits to non- 
\praded high school systems and consultant fees which precede the actual building 
rogram, may be serviced through this center. 


Whether a conventional building is to be built or a continuous progress type is 
taosen will be the difficult decision of the Union School Committee. Suggestions 
vom the townspeople will be appreciated by the committee. 
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The importance of a sound education was never greater than it is today. Asa 
result of the large number of pupils applying for college admission, colleges can be 
much more selective than heretofore. The opportunities open to those prepared 
for them become greater in this world of rapid scientific advancement. While 
the opportunities offered the high school and college graduate, respectively, are 
not the same, the former faces greater competition and needs preparation to meet 
it with success. 


Increasing per-pupil cost of education from year to year is a major problem for 
school department's everywhere. For this reason, Windham Central District will 
continue taking advantage of the Federal grant money. 


In closing this report, I express my appreciation to the Windham Central Dis- 
trict School Committees, the teaching and custodial staff, town officials, and citi- 
zens for their cooperation during the past year.

This thirty-second in the series of annual reports submitted to the people of Dover 
presents tabulations for the calendar year 1967. You may note a reduction in some 
or all categories of charges assessed your community. This is due primarily to 
passage of the Welfare Act by the 1967 session of the Legislature and in particular 
by its elimination of town sharing in programs administered by the Department of 
Social Welfare. Charges assessed your community were for goods and services 
received by the recipients prior to July 1, 1967. On those provided after this date 


there was no local participation. 


In the Department of Social Welfare’s program of assistance to the aged, blind or 
disabled 30% of the costs of hospital and physician services, as well as the excess 
over $80.00 per month in Nursing Home Care, were assessed against the town of 
settlement of the recipients of such care. Participation charges incurred by your 


community during the past year for each of these types of care were as follows:

Under similar settlement provisions town participation in the program of Aid to 
Families with Dependent Children was at the rate of one-eighth the assistance grants 
while costs incurred for the care of Committed Children were borne equally by the 
local and state agencies. Charges assessed against your community for the former 
amounted to $*.—............ and for the latter $.............. for the year 


just closed. 


During 1967 assistance was granted to 4 residents in your community under the 
Aid to the Aged, Blind or Disabled program. Direct money payments to these 
persons were financed entirely out of the state-federal funds. Among the other 
programs financed from these same sources were Services for the Blind, Adoption 
Services, and Medical Assistance. While no town-by-town records are compiled 


for these categories, their benefits were available to all qualified residents.

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FIRE NOTICE 


All persons are reminded that under Vermont Statutes, Title 10, Section 1496, 
permits are required for outside fires with certain exceptions. 


Sec. 1496. BRUSH FIRES: penalty 


(a) Fires kindled for the purpose of burning brush or for other lawful purpose 
shall be kindled only at such times and under such conditions as will enable the 
parties starting them to keep them entirely under control. Except as provided in 
this section, a person shall not kindle or authorize another to kindle a fire in the 
open air for the purpose of burning brush, weeds, grass, or rubbish of any kind ex- 
cept where there is snow on the site, without first obtaining permission from the 
fire warden or deputy warden of the town, or the state forester, or his deputy, stat- 
ing when and where such fire may be kindled. Whenever such permission is granted, 
such warden, or state forester or his deputy, within twelve hours, shall issue a written 
permit for record purposes stating when and where such fire may be kindled. Such 
permission shall not be required for the kindling of a fire in a location which is two 
hundred feet or more from any woodland, timberland or field containing dry grass 
or other inflammable plant material contiguous to woodland. 


(b) A person who violates a provision of this section shall be fined not more than 
$200.00 or imprisoned not more than six months, or both. 


(c) Whenever the state forester shall deem that the public safety of any town 
or portion of a town of this state does not require the protection provided by this 
section, he may cause the town fire warden of any such town to post notices to that 
effect in not less than five conspicuous places in such town. 


(d) The provisions of this section will not apply whenever (1) such notices have 
been posted; nor (2) to fires built in stone arches at state recreational areas; nor (3) 
to fires built in special containers used for burning brush, waste, weeds, grass or 
rubbish when conditions are deemed satisfactory to the town fire warden, nor (4) 
to areas within cities or villages maintaining a fire department.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


The last twelve months has seen no cessation in the growth, development, and im- 
provement in our Town. This progress has had its accompanying administrative 
problems which your Selectmen hope will be resolved with the appointment of a 
Town Manager. Applications are now being accepted for the post. 


Shortly after Town Meeting last year, Clinton Bond accepted the appointment as 
Selectman following the resignation of Calvin Sherman. 


As usual roads & bridges were the major projects during the non-winter months 
of the year. On the Dorr Fitch Road, the Town-State project consisted of the widen- 
ing and partial relocation of the section of this road between the black top and Haynes 
bridge. Another project was the reconstruction and widening of Haynes bridge. 
The state bore 80% of the cost of this last project. A second Town-State project 
was the improvement of a section of the Handle Road south of Handle House. This 
consisted of blasting, relocating and widening, as well as improving the surface and 
grade. 


The State undertook the reconstruction of the so-called Andirons bridge, the angle 
of approach to which had caused many serious accidents in the past. 


It has long been the recommendation of the State to devote funds available to the 
Town to one or two betterment projects, such as the Handle Road and Dorr Fitch 
Road, rather than to many small ones. This year we hope to improve and black 
top the rest of Dorr Fitch Road including the widening of the bridge at the east end 
of the road as well as raising the level at this point to effect better drainage. We 
also plan to undertake a sizeable improvement project in the eastern part of the 
Town. 


Since last Town Meeting, a fire district has been approved by the Selectmen- 
North Branch Fire District No. 1. This was done in order to make it possible to 
undertake an investigation as to the feasibility of constructing a sewage disposal 
system in the general area of Mt. Snow south to Tannery Road. A preliminary 
study financed by the State of Vermont has been completed. 


In July the Selectmen participated in two field trips with a Green Mountain Na- 
tional Forest Surveyor and officials of adjoining towns to establish Dover’s north- 
west and south-west corners lying on the boundaries of Stratton, Somerset and 
Searsburg. The Wilmington north-west corner was also established on Dover’s 
south boundary not far from Dover’s southwest corner. 


Other projects included: improving our specifications for town road acceptance; 
hiring a contractor for the extermination of rats at the dump; participating with the 
Planning Board, the Board of Adjustment, the Zoning Administrative Officer, and 
the Town Health Officer in proposing amendments to the present Dover Zoning 
Ordinance, to be voted on at the Annual Town Meeting March 4, 1969. Sub-divi- 
sion regulations for development control are under consideration by the Selectmen 
and the Planning Board.

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LISTERS REPORT 


Appearing in the Warning for Town Meeting this year is an article for the voters 
consideration concerning reappraisal. 


In 1958 the town entered into a contract with the J. M. Cleminshaw Co. for the 
purpose of reappraising the town. The new appraisal went into effect with the 1959 


Grand List. 


While reappraisal was in the process, reference cards were set up for each parcel 
of property. This file has been invaluable in aiding the listers to do a more efficient 
job, and is currently up to date. 


There are several ways that a town can take of reappraising its property. One 
is by employing an outside firm, either a private concern or the state tax department. 


Two of our neighboring towns have been reappraised by the state recently. It 
would be well for Dover voters to check with property owners in these towns for the 
purpose of being better informed and acquainted with the present method used in 
the State System. 


There is some feeling that reappraisal would be desirable at this time, therefor the 
listers are presenting this proposal for the voters consideration, in Article 5.

DOVER PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


It is quite likely that few towns, if any, within the state have seen such complete 
change within its boundaries as has our town of Dover. 


The transition from a quiet, rural town, whose economy in the mid-1950’s was 
primarily agriculture, to a community almost exclusively in a rapidly expanding 
tourist and recreation business fifteen years later, could not be made painlessly. 


It is the problems created by these rapid changes that the town must solve in the 
immediate future. You should expect your Planning Board, working jointly with 
selectmen and other members of the community, to give high priority to the follow- 
ing subjects: 

1. The need to protect our natural environment; to seek ways to encourage 

open space. 

2. To seek ways to broaden our economic base. To diversify and create new 

employment opportunities. 

3. To search out solutions to our housing problem, particularly in regard to 

moderate and low cost housing for permanent residents. 

4. To help provide community services such as Police and Fire protection. 


The Planning Board met regularly throughout the year, addressing itself to what 
it felt were the most pressing problems brought about by Dover’s continued rapid 
development. 1968 saw many new vacation homes built and several thousand 
more acres of land go into active and intensive development. 


Because of this activity, and also because it was felt that the Zoning Ordinance 
had several glaring weaknesses, proposed amendments were developed. These 
amendments were the result of a cooperative effort which included the Planning 
Board, the Board of Adjustment, the Administrative Officer and the Selectmen 
working together over several months. The meetings were usually attended by ten 
or twelve people. 

Lastly, we call your attention to a 34 page study which is the joint effort of the 
Windham Regional Planning and Development Commission, its consultant firm, 
Planners Collaborative, and the Dover Planning Board. The report is entitled 
“Options For Development, Town of Dover, Vermont 1968.” 


We encourage you to read it to get a better idea of what is happening within our 
town and county, and, more important, to consider some of the options available 
to us. 


The report is too long to read in one sitting, and some of it is technical, but we hope 
you will read it and then pass on your ideas, preferably in writing, to the Planning 
Board or Selectmen. We would hope then to produce a final report reflecting the 
will and aims of the townspeople of Dover. The result will not be a law or ordinance, 
but rather a guide for community action.

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REPORT OF THE DOVER BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT

application of the Zoning Ordinance and the Outdoor Advertising Ordinance attend 
the public hearings. These ordinances are intended to represent the will of the 
people. Direct observation should provide voters with some of the information 
needed as a guide toward the support, strengthening, amending or repealing of these 
town laws.

We again sponsored the 6 week pre-grade | indoctrination program. It was taught 
by Mrs. Carrier. It is the feeling of the board and the teaching staff that this sum- 
mer session is very worth while and of value to those children who attended. I: will 
be conducted this coming summer. We are hoping for a 100% attendance. 


The State of Vermont in cooperation with the University and Board of Education, 
operate an educational TV channel. The children have viewed many programs rela- 
tive to their studies on the school’s new TV set. Many other audio-visual teach- 
ing aids have been added to the schools inventory. 


We are constantly faced with repairs and maintenance. Some interior painting 
was done and shelf space was added. 


The increase in the Dover School populaton over the past few years should be 
an indication to all of us that we are faced with the problems of an immediate need 
to expand our school facility. The board has obtained the services of Lewis & Fleck 
Associates, an architectural firm from Hanover, New Hampshire, to work with us 
on the long and difficult task of designing more space for Dover School.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


I herewith submit my annual report as Superintendent of Schools for Windham 
Central District for the school year ending June 30, 1968. 


As of July 1, 1968, the administrative secretary began working on a full-time basis, 
and an assistant superintendent was hired because of the never-ending complexities 
in education and the addition of Leland and Gray Union School District to Wind- 
ham Central District Supervisory Union’s ten towns. Many activities and areas 
that had to be neglected in the past are now receiving attention; consequently, many 
more educationally innovative ideas are being installed in Windham Central Dis- 
trict. 


The Curriculum Studies during the school year 1967-68 was in the area of Natural 
Science. A consultant from Putney School was hired. He not only met with the 
instructors during their group meetings but he also had individual teacher consul- 
tations. Teachers wrote science units to be used in classroom teaching, which were 

distributed to all of the elementary schools in the Supervisory Union. Presently, 

there are two nature trails and a geology trail that are used for natural science in- 
struction in the elementary grades. A Title III (Federal) grant paid for all ex- 
penses incurred. 


The Curriculum Studies for the school year 1968-69 in Pupil Continuous Progress 
is being funded by another Title III grant. Consultants are being brought in from 
Wellesley, Massachusetts, and the University of Massachusetts. It is hoped that 
the curriculum will be changed so that modern techniques will eventually reflect 
the needs of the individual students. Perhaps the textbook, in some instances, may 
be replaced by individually-prescribed courses of study. 


One of many summer projects proposed is for a W.C.D. curriculum center to train 
teachers to design team or individualized learning packets. The information will 
then be manufactured and dispersed to the different schools within Windham County. 
This project would also come under Title III. 


A teacher self-assessment program was developed through the 1968 summer work- 
shop for teachers. The same principle of assessing oneself is continuing throughout 
the school year. A consultant is on call whenever a teacher wants advice, super- 
vision, or reassurance. Instructors are becoming more aware of pupil-learning 
problems and are less interested in subject matter per se. 


The Title I 1968 Summer program was revamped. Remedial reading was offered 
but physical education was substituted for arithmetic. The program was very 
successful, for physical education helped to coordinate the child’s mind with his 
motor abilities. —The more the pupil’s body became in tune physically, the better 
his brain responded to reading. On the basis of the success of the Title I program 
and recent research pertaining to brain and muscle coordination, [ recommend that 
each school have a planned physical education program throughout the year. 


The Federal Title I] money for library books was raised from $1,503.26 to $2,292.57. 
Many school committees realize the importance of the school library and are sup- 
plementing the government money to enlarge the book volumes per child. 
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During the summer, 1968, Windham Central District sent five pupils and four 
teachers to the Putney School, Putney, Vermont, to be a part of their summer pro- 
gram. Emphasis for the children was placed on meeting success in subject-matter 
by making it possible for the pupils to enjoy the process of education. The teachers, 
having learned the processes used, are utilizing the techniques in their respective 
schools. 


Stratton Mountain Corporation paid for twenty-four children from the towns of 
Jamaica, Newfane, Townshend, Wardsboro, and Winhall to attend the Vermont 
State’s Conservation Camp on Lake Bomoseen for one week. As in the past the 
men of Stratton Mountain Corporation have taken an active interest in the health 
and welfare of the children of the Supervisory Union. 


Possibly the most educationally exciting project to be implemented in Windham 
Central District to date is the Learning Disabilities Program for under-achievers 
in school work. Approximately 15% to 25% of our pupils have physical, mental, 
psychological or sociological malfunctions—either separately or in combination with 
one another. The purpose of the Learning Disabilities Program is to diagnose and 
remediate the problems encountered by the unfortunate pupils through a team of 
specialists—e.g. a psycho-educational-diagnostician, a speech therapist, a physician, 
a public health nurse, a reading consultant, a social worker, social welfare workers, 
two clinical psychologists and nine teacher aides. Because of the mountainous 
topography of Windham Central District and the difficulty of transporting many 
children regularly to one place, the teacher aides visit the different schools and work 
there with the pupils that have learning problems. 


The clinic or “learning center’’ for instructors, aides, members of the team, and 
parents is on the second floor of the CAUSE School in Williamsville, Vermont. 
Children come and go from the clinic as they are being tested, but the actual therapy 
is done in the pupil’s home school. 


The CAUSE Trustees are the Learning Disability’s Advisory Board, and their 


treasurer is also the project’s central treasurer. 


The individual home school concept, plus the tying together of three different 
types of funds—Federal (Title 1), State (Learning Disabilities), and Private (CAUSE) 
—makes Windham Central District’s Learning Disabilities program unique in the 
State of Vermont and possibly in all of the United States. 


Unfortunately, taxes for schools rise each year... In most instances, town school _ 


tax money budgets have been kept to a minimum, and this minimum has been used 
for the necessities that are required for the operation of a conservative school. The 
programs started by State or Federal grants offer curriculum enrichment. Without 
this aid we would not be able to be competitive with other areas, and our children 
would be the losers. Federal and State funds help to make possible a unity of high 
standards in the education of our children, standards that transcend the level of the 
individual towns. 


The Leland and Gray Union District School has been voted by the taxpayers to 
become a joint junior-senior high school when the new plant is constructed. Thus, 
a more varied, continuous, and specialized education will be offered. 
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The foreseeable profits from good schooling are not singular and tangible but are 
diffused among a great number of pupils. Each student in turn disiributes his 
knowledge within his family, in his town government, and in his state and country. 
With good education, each person has a manipulative property inside his own head 
and heart. It is a resource everyone can carry around and convert into cash and 
personal independence with a little skill and ambition. 


Research has shown that education in the United States has become very impor- 
tant. The proportion of people with less than four years of high school declined 
from 62% to 49% in the decade 1956 to 1966. During that time the proportion of 
college graduates increased from 9% to 13%. Whether annual income figures or 


lifetime earnings are considered, one fact is certain—percentage increases in income 
vary directly with the educational attainment of a person. 


What better way to invest the taxpayers’ dollar but in the young people of to- 
day through a good, modern education? 


In closing this report, I express my appreciation to the Windham Central School 
Committees, the teaching and custodial staffs, town officials, and the citizens for 
their cooperation during the past year.

drens teeth and to provide the children with a Spring Picnic and Candy and Nuts 
for their Christmas Party. The club also purchased gifts for the teachers at gradua- 
tion and presented a Good Citizenship Award to a student in the graduating class. 
In the Fall the club gave $15.00 to each teacher to spend on small teaching aids they 
might see on display at a convention they were to attend. One project was set up 
this past Fall, but due to early snow was not able to be accomplished. This was the 
leveling off and seeding of a new playing field on the back side of the school. The 
machinery and labor was going to be donated by Mt. Snow, and the club was going 
to pay for the fertilizer and seed. We still hope to be able to do this work in the 
near future. 


I would like to thank the people who came to the meetings and who helped out 
whenever they could to make the Dover School Club a worthwhile organization.

REPORT TO THE TOWN OF DOVER 


In previous years this department annually notified each town of the charges 
that had been assessed against their community for their local share of State oper- 
ated welfare programs. These tabulations were for the purpose of assisting in the 
audit of town records and were usually included in the Town Reports as being in- 
formative and of interest to the local citizenry. The enactment by the General 
Assembly of the Social Welfare Act of 1967 eliminated sharing in State welfare costs 
at the local level and consequently, the basis for our report to the towns. 


In lieu of this report on town sharing of State welfare program costs, we thought 
it would be appropriate to annually notify each town and city of the amounts spent 
and people aided in each locality under the various programs of the Vermont De- 
partment of Social Welfare. With this thought in mind, systems are being initiated 
to collect and tabulate welfare data on this basis. At this time, programming to 
accomplish this type of reporting has not been fully implemented, but we wish to 
share with you as much data about welfare expenditures in your community as is 
available. Next year the data collection system should be complete. 


Now we are able to report for the last six months of 1968 on amounts of money 
paid to money payment recipients in your town and monthly average number of 
recipients for the same period. This is as follows:

The above figures do not include money payment for recipients residing in nursing 
homes or mental hospitals as there does not appear to be a fair way of assigning a 
town of residence to these people. 

In addition, medical vendor payments for the calendar year 1968 totalled approxi- 
mately $9,440,000 (more than one-third of all department expenditures); payments 
in behalf of committed children totalled approximately $1,085,000 for a monthly 
average of 1,440 children; and general assistance payment obligations assumed by 
the State for the three month period, October through December 1968, were ap- 
proximately $81,000. No doubt residents of your community were numbered 
among those who benefited by these expenditures. |

TAX CALCULATIONS 


Each year as of April Ist, the Listers appraise all properties at their “Fair Market 
Value’. 50% of these appraised values are then entered in the Grand List Book. 
These 50% figures are called List Values. 


To determine the taxes payable on any particular property, | % of the List Value is 
multiplied by the tax rate. 


Example 
Say the tax rate voted at town meeting is $4.00. 


Fair Market Value List Value 1% of List Tax

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 
1969 


As we enter the soaring 70’s, a brand-new decade, we must take a brief look behind 
us at the startling 60’s — particularly as it concerns our Town of Dover. We have 
been witness to a time in our Town’s history that has seen more growth, and growing 
pains, than at any time since Dover was organized in 1810. And while the basic 
structure of our town government has remained the same, new committees and 
boards have emerged to contend with the problems of zoning and its administration, 
health, planning and education. All of the concerned individuals who have unstint- 
ingly given their time, particularly in the areas of planning and education, deserve the 
commendation of all townspeople. 


Running the Town of Dover, while not a town of great size or population, is no 
longer a part-time endeavor. Our geography and mercurial population demands 
full-time administration. The Selectmen devoted a great deal of attention to ac- 
quiring a Town Manager in 1969, and after receiving over fifty applications and inter- 
viewing several of the candidates personally, our decision was to engage the services 
of Alden Rollins, former manager of Bristol, Vermont. Mr. Rollins assumed his post 
December 1, 1969, and brings with him experience in management, civil engineering, 
law and public relations. His presence has already been felt in administering Town 


affairs. 


During the summer and fall of 1969, considerable attention was given our Town 
roads, a continuing demand. All of our State funds were allocated toward a road 
betterment program on the east side of Dover in what is referred to as Goose City. 


The second major highway project was concerned with closing the Town’s last 


gravel gap, existing on the Dorr Fitch Road — a main link between East and West. 


Dover. This one-mile section of road was widened, graveled and black topped in the 


fall. Yet to be replaced is the narrow bridge at the east end of this section of road._ 


The Prudential Committee of North Branch Fire District #1, continues to function 
and progress in their efforts to establish a sewerage system for the north end of the 
West Dover valley. The preliminary study completed last year by Dufresne and 
Henry Engineering of Springfield, Vermont, has been up-dated with further financing 
by the State. A two-year option has been taken on a 28-acre tract of land owned by 
Evelyn Upton — it is anticipated the sewage treatment plant will be located on this 
tract. 


Another public facility was added to Dover in 1969 by way of an airport located in 
West Dover adjacent to the golf course. Already operational, the present 2600-foot 
strip when lengthened to 3300-feet in its second stage, will straddle the Dover- 
Wilmington town line. The Mount Snow Development Corporation has borne the 
entire expense of construction to date. The owners have already requested a take- 
over of the facility by the two towns, thus turning it into a municipal airport qualify- 
ing for State and Federal funds. A resolution to this effect, authorizing the Dover 
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Selectmen to work with the Wilmington Selectmen toward this end, is included in 
the 1970 Town Meeting warning. 


The Selectmen and Planning Board are presently working on a number of other 
projects which include rewriting specifications for town road acceptance; rewriting 
the public health regulations for adoption as a Town ordinance; and adoption of a 
Town master plan that will then permit sub-division regulations. 


The Selectmen pay final tribute to Archie Fitzpatrick who served the Town faith- 
fully as Selectman and Road Commissioner for many years.

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LISTERS REPORT 


During 1969 the Dover Listers in addition to the usual work load have been cor- 
recting deficiencies and inequities that existed among structures in town. This will 
be completed by April first. We have also been up-dating our personal property 
records. 


Now we are face to face with the business of establishing new land values which 
will be more in keeping with present trends. We expect to have this completed by 
January |, 1971. Thus the Town Manager and the Board of Selectmen would have 
a reasonably accurate estimate of the 1971 Grand List on which to base a suggested 
tax rate. 


Early in January the State Equalization Board was in town to take a random 
sampling of property values. While they felt that some of the properties were con- 
servatively assessed, they did state that there was a very high degree of equity. 
Equity is of the utmost importance in the field of property assessing, especially when 
it is for the purpose of producing tax revenue.

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WINDHAM REGIONAL PLANNING AND DEVELOPMENT COMMISSION 


1970 TOWN MEETING REPORT 


Organized almost 5 years ago, the Windham Regional Planning and Development 
Commission (WRPDC) over the past year rendered a variety of services to its 24 
member towns. 


Seeking to practice what is called “‘creative localism’’ — that is, the effort to bring 
governmental decision-making processes as close as possible to people — the WRPDC 
has put much energy and time into environmental control and land use regulations. 
On the one hand, recognizing the opportunities open to towns to establish land use 
regulations, the WRPDC has worked with town planning boards and selectmen in 
the preparation, adoption and administration of interim zoning and regular zoning 
regulations. To date 19 of the region’s towns have some form of zoning. More votes 
on regular zoning — and also subdivision regulations — are expected during the 
coming year. On the other hand, knowing the limitations of local resources — es- 
pecially technical — and powers in dealing with land developers, the WRPDC has 
looked to Montpelier for the kind of assistance that only Montpelier can — and 
should — give. There occurred three visits by Gov. Davis to the Windham region 
in May and June, participation by 5 region residents on the Governor’s Environ- 
mental Controls Commission, a regional workshop on the Vt. Health Dept.’s new 
“subdivision” regulations and WRPDC testimony on the regulations at a public 
hearing. Now, with the advent of a new legislative session in Montpelier, much at- 
tention is being given to the environmental control bills by the WRPDC’s legislation 
committee. 


Also in the realm of environmental control is aid given the Bartonsville Com- 
munity Club and Cambridgeport Environmental Preservation Society in dealing 
with U.S. Army Corps of Engineers proposals for flood control dams on the Williams 
and Saxtons Rivers. Also, the WRPDC was substantially involved in the Sept. 29 
hearing on the request of the Vermont Electric Power Co. for the crossing of trans- 
mission lines over the Connecticut River from the Vernon Nuclear Power Plant. 
Another environmental subject was dealt with in the WRPDC’s Oct. 23 public 
meeting on ‘‘Nuclear Power and the Public Welfare.’’ Conservation education is one 
more area in which the WRPDC has begun to move, the aim being to see schools de- 
velop a stronger “environmental” curriculum and young people more involved in 
environmental issues and projects. 


Less visible, but certainly no less significant, are other WRPDC projects, studies 
and activities. Over the past year an exciting regional youth/police crime prevention 
project, now directed by Brownlow Towle, got under way. Improved health care 
services have been worked for, principally through the Connecticut Valley Health 
Compact. Highway planning — Route 9, Kelly Stand Road, reclassification of town 
roads, etc. — has continued. Education studies and activities — Miller Formula and 
“Do Unto Others” program for secondary schools — have received attention. The 
pilot work-training program at Leland andGray High School is continuing successfully. 
Studies carried out cover the subjects of intensive crops, town manager possibilities and 
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vacation home development. Some time has been spent on fown sanitary landfill needs, 
the implementation of the so-called Riehle billboard law in Highway District 2, the de- 
velopment of municipal recreation facilities, housing studies and a host of other subjects. 


The Windham Region Comprehensive Plan has been completed and will shortly be 
brought before the region’s residents at public hearings prior to its adoption by the 
Commission. Town Plans were adopted in five communities during the past year. 
In the remaining towns they are either at the public hearings stage or, in most cases, 


the stage of preparation and review. 


Efforts to inform residents about the WRPDC’s plans and program, and to involve 
them in town and WRPDC planning/development activities, are carried out primari- 
ly through regular commission, subcommittee and “special topics’ meetings, news 
releases, the monthly Windham Region News (mailing list is now 1200), talks to 
service clubs, school classes and other interested organizations, and occasional regional 
and town opinion wurveys. Teo have your name put on the Windham Region News 


mailing list, contact the WRPDC office, 67 Main Street, Brattleboro, or call 254-8188 
or 257-7198. 


In carrying out the above program the WRPDC can perhaps best be viewed as an 
information, ideas and brokerage agency. In serving Windham region towns in- 
dividually and regionally, the WRPDC through its many meetings, office staff and 
consultants offer technical and administrative assistance, research aid, an expediting 
service in dealing with Montpelier and Washington, coordinating assistance in deal- 
ing with regional, state and federal organizations and agencies, a forum and sounding 
board for opinions and issues, and a legislative voice for the region’s residents. Over 
the past year the WRPDC has had dealings with 7 federal agencies, 29 state agencies 
and 11 regional organizations on behalf of one or more of its 24 member towns. 


Chairman of the WRPDC is John D. Veller of Dover. Each town has two repre- 
sentatives on the commission, which meets monthly. Stafiing the WRPDC office are 
Bill Schmidt (Exec. Dir.), Joseph Teller (Assoc. Dir.), Mrs. Joyce Frost (Adm. Asst.), 


Brownlow Towle (Director of Crime Prevention Project) and Ellen Reiss (part-time 


research and legislation assistant).

REPORT OF SCHOOL DIRECTORS 


For the first time in history, the Dover Elementary School is limited to grades | 
thru 6. At the town meeting last March the School Board was authorized to place 
the 7th and 8th graders in the Brattleboro and Whitingham High Schools. This was 
necessary to relieve the overcrowded conditions and to provide an ‘enriched’ program 
for these students. The School Board also had to purchase its own school bus to 
solve the resulting transportation problems. The departure of the upper grades en- 
abled the Ist and 2nd grades to have separate classrooms. 


The teaching staff this year includes Principal David Rockwell, who teaches 5th & 
6th; Joan Cersosimo, 3rd and 4th; Carnelio Crocker, 2nd and Marcia Kohler, Ist. 
Mrs. Vanda Homer is retained as a permanent, part-time aid. A planned musical 
and physical education program has also been established. 


The town meeting last March also established a Building Committee which would 
work with the School Board to investigate the various possibilities of a building pro- 
gram. This was accomplished. On January I|1, 1970 the town approved the purchase 
of a new school site and the necessary bonding to erect the new building designed by 


Mr. Rodney Williams, AIA. 


The School Board wishes to express their sincere appreciation to the Building Com- 
mittee composed of Mr. Thomas Meade, Mrs. Ellen Reiss and Mr. Sidney Sherman, 
and also to Mr. Allan Seymour and Mr. James Joyce for the untold hours devoted 
to the above project. 

Presently, the School Board is working to supplement ““The Vermont Design for 
Education”’ which is an educational philosophy that places emphasis on learning 
rather than on teaching. This design will even be incorporated into the kindergarten 
which Mrs. Carrier so successfully ran last summer.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


I herewith submit my first annual report as Superintendent of Schools for Windham 
Central District. 


The resignation of Richard Zani in the summer resulted in some administrative 
changes within the school district. I was appointed Superintendent and assumed my 
new position on September |, 1969. In order to organize more efficiently, I felt it 
would be beneficial to hire an assistant, rather than an Assistant Superintendent, who 
would be able to handle many of the administrative details in the office. Lyndall 
Procter’s first-hand knowledge and experience gained in this office, as well as her 
previous professional work and broad educational background, qualified her for the 
job. Starting November Ist Carclyn Garbe was added as Secretary. These changes 
were designed to allow me to better supervise the schools, to work with teachers in 
curriculum, and to work personally with each School Board. 


The Learning Disabilities Program is continuing this year under the able direction 
of Elizabeth Berkhimer, who replaced Pearl DePaul. Before coming to Windham 
Central District, Miss Berkhimer, who holds a Master’s Degree in Advanced Special 
Education, had experience teaching physically limited, mentally retarded, and socially 
and emotionally maladjusted children in New Jersey. We are pleased that many of 


the early “growing pains” of the Learning Disabilities Program have been corrected 


— one being a much closer working relationship among tutors. Regular weekly 
meetings are held, where tutors discuss problems and receive guidance from special- 
ists connected with the center. In addition, most of the tutors have been enrolled in 
a Special Education class held in Brattleboro. The close cooperation of the CAUSE 
Trustees has been an asset in the effectiveness of this program. 


When it was known that Boston University’s Camp Sargent in Peterborough, New 
Hampshire, would close, attempts were made to work out a similar conservation- 
camping type program for District students, with Howard Smith, 4-H Director in 
Windham County, and John Stevens, Director of the Southern Vermont Conserva- 
tion Society. It is hoped that a low-cost program somewhat like that of Camp Sar- 
gent can be offered at a camp or outdoor area somewhere in southern Vermont during 
the next school year. 


Last spring Windham Central District purchased from special Title III Matching 
Funds a number of science learning kits for shared use in all the District schools. If 
it had not been for the availability of this federal money, no one town school district 
could have afforded to buy them. Several teachers enrolled last summer in a class at 
Dartmouth College to study ways to implement these science kits in the classroom. 
In the near future we plan to hold a special workshop in the District enabling teachers 
from each school to learn the techniques of using these materials. 


I have been pleased with the increased use of teacher aides in many of our schools 
this year. Their assistance in over-crowded classrooms has enabled the regular teach- 
ers to become more effective in meeting the individual needs of their students. Also 
of great help to the classroom teachers in Brookline, Athens, Townshend, Winhall, 
Wardsboro, and in the Learning Disabilities Program have been a number of Leland 
and Gray High School student aides, who have spent regular hours each week on the

playgrounds and in the schools as part of their work-study program. Benefits have | 
been three-fold. ‘The elementary students have had a chance to participate in more 
and different activities; the teachers have had more time to devote to in-depth study 
with children; and the high school students have gained satisfaction in working with 
children and have also gained more respect for the teaching field. 


A program initiated by the State Department of Education has been the self-assess- 
ment of school districts, utilizing the ““Vermont Design for Education”’ as a guide. 
In October an evaluation was completed in all the schools within the District through 
questionnaires and discussion groups. We are now in the process of organizing com- 
mittees composed of students, teachers, school board members, and parents to assess _ 
the educational needs of the community and to draw up a proposal specifying how | 
these needs can be met. This will enable communities and schools to encourage 
everyone to assist in the assessment program. 


I feel that this approach is extremely unique in that it does not force schools to» 
accept dictates from the State but allows them to establish their own goals and pro- | 
cedures. The schedule and plan for implementation for each proposal will be sub-. 
mitted to the town school directors concerned, who will then hold a public hearing to 
finalize its plan. 


Accompanying the changing philosophies of education comes changing designs in’ 
educational facilities. "Two successful bond issues voted in Windham Central Dis- | 
trict this past year were for the Leland and Gray Union High School and, more re-| 
cently, the Dover Elementary School. Emphasis in both building designs has been) 
placed on the Resource Center as the heart of the educational program, to further 
develop independence and responsibility in students. 


Many desirable new programs have been started in our Schools, and many new) 
possibilities are yet to be tried, with a continuous reappraisal to make the curricula’ 
and the methods of teaching more relevant in this changing world. Good schools 
come as a result of teachers, school boards, students, and parents putting their ideas 
together. The great accomplishments of this past year in Windham Central District) 
have come about mostly through the tireless and dedicated efforts of school board’ 
members and teachers. It is hoped that more parents and interested citizens will) 
visit their schools and become involved with students, teachers, and school board! 
members to work for better and better schools.

Because of its popularity and heavy use, we have adopted a policy of charg- 
ing a small fee to organizations that are not on town business to cover janitor charges. 


Our ‘‘Fireflies’’ have been very active as usual and this year as their major project, 
donated combination storm and screen windows to the department. They plan to 
have an active year in 1970. 


The Fire Department has purchased a foam attachment which adds to our capa- 
bility for fighting additional types of fires while using less water. This year we are 
striving to obtain a communications system which we feel is badly needed. 


Our major concern is for the future. With the addition of airports, high rise con- 
dominiums, hotels, etc, we are attempting to keep abreast of development in West 
Dover and be prepared in the department. As usual progress is always faster then 
the monies needed to keep up with progress. It is obvious that a ladder truck will 
be needed in the future as well as a larger fire house, a four wheel rescue truck etc., 
etc....and probably the most important piece of equipment—more volunteer fire- 
men. We again extend an open invitation to all men in West Dover to join the 
department. 


In looking forward to 1970, we hope that the people of Dover remain as fire con- 
scious as they were in 1969.

REPORT TO THE TOWN OF DOVER 


Last year this department initiated reporting to each town and city the amounts 

_ spent and people aided in each locality under the various programs of the Vermont 
Department of Social Welfare. This report replaced the previous annual notifica- 
tion to each town of the charges that had been assessed against their community for 
their share of State operated welfare programs. The enactment by the General 
Assembly of the Social Welfare Act of 1967 eliminated sharing in State welfare costs 
at the local level and consequently, the basis for this type of reporting to the towns. 
This years report on amounts of money paid to money payment recipients in your 
town and monthly average number of recipients is for calendar year 1969 in contrast 
to the half year report made last year. In addition, we are able to report a full year 
_of money spent for General Assistance and for the last six months of the year, the 
value of the bonus food stamps given to residents of your town and the monthly 
average number of participants. General Assistance is the program that was for- 
nerly operated by your Overseer of the Poor. Your town’s tabulation is as follows:

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FIRE NOTICE 


All persons are reminded that under Vermont Statutes, Title 10, Section 1496, 
permits are required for outside fires with certain exceptions. 


Sec. 1496. BRUSH FIRES: penalty 


(a) Fires kindled for the purpose of burning brush or for other lawful purpose 
shall be kindled only at such times and under such conditions as will enable the par- 
ties starting them to keep them entirely under control. Except as provided in this 
section, a person shall not kindle or authorize another to kindle a fire in the open air 
for the purpose of burning brush, weeds, grass, or rubbish of any kind except where 
there is snow on the site, without first obtaining permission from the fire warden or 
deputy warden of the town, or the state forester, or his deputy, stating when and 
where such fire may be kindled. Whenever such permission is granted, such warden, 
or state forester or his deputy, within twelve hours, shall issue a written permit for 
record purposes stating when and where such fire may be kindled. Such permission 
shall not be required for the kindling of a fire in a location which is two hundred feet 
or more from any woodland, timberland or field containing dry grass or other in- 
flammable plant material contiguous to woodland. 


(b) A person who violates a provision of this section shall be fined not more than 
$200.00 or imprisoned not more than six months, or both. 


(c) Whenever the state forester shall deem that the public safety of any town or 
portion of a town of this state does not require the protection provided by this sec- 
tion, he may cause the town fire warden of any such town to post notices to that 
effect in not less than five conspicuous places in such town. 


(d) The provisions of this section will not apply whenever (1) such notices have 


been posted; not (2) to fires built in stone arches at state recreational areas; nor (3) 


to fires built in special containers used for burning brush, waste, weeds, grass or rub- 
bish when conditions are deemed satisfactory to the town fire warden, nor (4) to 
areas within cities or villages maintaining a fire department.

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TOWN OF DOVER 
SELECTMEN’S REPORT 
1970 


The past year has seen some great changes in Dover, especially in the Highway De- 
partment. We purchased an AC loader with a V-plow and wing as well as a John 
Deere back-hoe. Also, we obtained three trucks on a lease-purchase arrangement, 
and subsequently the highway budget was reduced $23,000.00. 


Much construction was accomplished this summer and over fifty new culverts 
were installed. We plan to continue replacing or cleaning out the balance of the 
damaged culverts next summer. The next projects in order of their priorities are: 
Pierce’s Hill, East Dover; a new bridge on Yeaw Road; hardtopping those hills which 
have a sunny exposure. Most of the new construction we feel should focus upon 
areas which are trouble in the winter. We were able to eliminate the deficit of $21,- 
000.00 and reduce winter work expenses by $17,000.00. By widening and straighten- 
ing and hardtopping the worst places first, we should be able to maintain a constant 
expense for winter work or even reduce it. 


The Selectmen would like to build a garage, not to exceed $25,000.00 in order to 
protect our equipment and more importantly, to protect the men who work on the 
equipment. 


The land-fill dump has been the greatest increase percentagewise and will con- 
tinue to exceed an annual expense of approximately $10,000.00. 


Due to the great increase in the Grand List last year and the reduction in highway 
expenses, we are recommending a reduction on the tax rate for highways and general 


fund.

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DOVER-WILMINGTON ECOLOGICAL PLANNING STUDY 
PROGRESS REPORT FOR DOVER 


Dated: January 22, 1971 


The planning for this Project began with the Dover Hills Zoning Hearing on No- 
vember 4, 1969. It was clear at that meeting that in order to fully evaluate the im- 
pact of large-scale development projects and alternatives for future growth, the Plan- 
ning Commission and Zoning Board would need more specific information about the 
nature of the resources in Dover and the aspirations of our townspeople. We had to 
ask ourselves four essential questions: WHERE ARE WE NOW, WHERE DID 
WE COME FROM, WHERE ARE WE GOING and HOW DO WE GET THERE? 


The Ecological Planning Study arose from our desire to find systematic answers to 
those questions. It was quickly apparent that Wilmington was suffering the same 
lack of information and the same inevitable fate and it was therefore logical, since 
neither town had the financial or technical where-with-all to pursue a study alone, 
that we join to see if together we could interest, one, a State agency in supplying 
financial support, and, two, a consultant firm with some experience in rural planning 
in supplying technical guidance. 


We were fortunate to obtain cooperation from the State Central Planning Office, 
which was interested in developing — through a regional planning commission such 
as the WRPDC — an experimental program of environmental planning on a local 
level. At the same time, we were extraordinarily lucky in attracting the attention of 


the Consultant firm of Wallace, McHarg, Roberts and Todd. 


Throughout the winter months of 1970 the details were worked out in Montpelier, 
Philadelphia, Brattleboro and Dover. Officially the Planning Study began on June 
18, 1970 when a 4-way contract took effect and a project coordinator was hired. An 
office within the Windham Regional Planning and Development Commission was 
established. There is little doubt that the action of the voters of Dover at March 
Town Meeting 1970 — where $2,000 intended to provide money for a “soils survey” 
was appropriated by unanimous vote — was crucial in showing the State and the 
Consultant the good faith of the local residents. 


Prior to the signing of the contract, members of the consulting firm visited the 
Town of Dover three times. On one occasion Partner Ian L. McHarg addressed the 
Windham Regional Planning and Development Commission annual meeting; in 
April and July, associate Michael Clarke met with Selectmen and Planning Com- 
missioners and others in lengthy explanatory sessions. 


The Study, it was decided, would be divided into three phases: INVENTORY, 
RESOURCE INTERPRETATION, and RESOURCE PROTECTION AND DE- 
VELOPMENT. The internal structure of the Study is as follows: The four parti- 
cipants are the Town of Dover, the Wilmington Planning Commission, the Wind- 
ham Regional Commission and the State of Vermont Central Planning Commission, 
with a federal grant of $35,200. The interests of the four parties are represented in 
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the 10-member Steering Committee and the consultant and coordinator have to re- 
port to this committee on a regular basis (the consultant’s scheduled meetings are 
specified in the contract, but the coordinator meets with the Steering Committee 
more frequently). In order to complete the inventory phase, a team of technical ex- 
perts from the Windham region and the State was assembled — they were given 
charge of collecting data on a variety of physical subjects. The technical personnel 
were encouraged to utilize local residents and the school community whenever it 
was feasible. The project coordinator was also given the responsibility of informing 
the public of progress, writing press and town reports and communicating with 
various people doing work on the Study. The project coordinator acts as recording 
Secretary of the Steering Committee. 


It can currently be stated that: 


1. The inventory phase is nearing completion. It should be presented to the Con- 
sultant by March 1, 1971 at which time Phase II (interpretation) will begin. 


2. Phase I has involved over 85 people both locally and from the State planning 
units and academic community. The most notable successes have been: 


a. a completely new method of mapping soils, initiated by the Soil Conserv- 
ation Service at our suggestion and completed for Wilmington and Dover 
at this date. 


b. a full biological-chemical profile of the Deerfield River Basin and all its 
tributaries, and an accurate study of flows on these waters, conducted by 
Wilmington and Dover residents and school children. Over 20 people 
participated in stream walking and data gathering. 


c. Maps on the area’s surficial geology and underground water resources 
which are more detailed than previous maps. 


d. A good representation of the desires of the community gathered by the 
Public Opinion Surveys distributed through the Dover Planning Com- 
mission and Windham Regional Commission. 


e. The beginning of an environmental program in the Dover Elementary 
School which includes films, appropriate lectures, and the conduct of a 
specific assignment, a Home Canvas by the 4, 5, 6 graders. 


f. Better cooperation with the Vermont Health Department and Water Re- 
sources Department in providing technical data about Wilmington and 
Dover. 


g. A steady flow of information between our offices and the University of 
Vermont Extension Service. 


3. Phase I has included some specific recommendations and conclusions. The 
Ecological Planning Study has declined to testify at District Environmental 
Commission hearings but some of the technical resource personnel have offered 
testimony on their own right. We have influenced Highway Department think- 
ing on the matter of the Wilmington By-Pass and were included in a December 
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meeting at their request. We have also learned that our streams are far dirtier, 
our water resources are far more strained and our soils are far less stable than 
we would have presumed. On the other hand, we have begun to envision what 
Dover would look like without any land use controls and what it would look 
like if we could achieve a goal of proper incentives for “‘selective and compre- 
hensive’ commercial and residential development. By knowing the difference, 
we can begin to move towards the latter goal. 


4. We have begun to think not of isolated town services — such as central sewage 
systems and a sanitary landfill — but of the best and most economical service 
and area of operations to fulfill the need. This means that we are doing long 
range planning — as opposed to day-to-day crises — and our capital budget for 
Dover already reflects this fact. This aspect will be more clearly defined in 


Phases II and III of the study. 


5. Planning at a local level is much more successful than State Land Use planning 
from Montpelier. It more truly reflects what is going on on the land and in 
peoples’ minds. 


At this point we can look forward to seeing a finished report — Technical and Sum- 
mary — by late May or early June and a narrative report by the project coordinator 
by the end of the summer. The first will complete the consultant’s assignment and 
will reflect some additional assignments given to college students and an engineering 
firm. The second report will be intended to let the people of Dover know how it was 
done and quite specifically where the problems arose. ‘This will be distributed to 
other towns contemplating similar studies. 


Exactly how the findings and recommendations of the consultant’s report are 
implemented depends on the Boards and Commissions who initiated the study in the 
first place and, of course, on the voters of Dover. The study was conceived as an 
on-going project. It can always be up-dated and improved. 


Much work has been done. The Steering Committee has held productive meetings 
8 times since June, the project coordinator has met with about 110 people pursuing 
the aims of the inventory and has lectured on the study 13 times since June. There 
have been 6 meetings with the consultant in Vermont, three being in Montpelier, 
and two in Philadelphia. At this point it can be said that we still have months of 
hard work ahead of us. 


The major problem with the study so far has been local funding. $10,000 is needed 
to meet our local committment to finance a local project coordinator and provide 
office services. So far we have raised $2,000 and Wilmington has raised a little over 
$3,000 — in fact, only half the required amount. The study received a setback when 
the voters of Dover on November 17, 1970 declined to appropriate the additional 
$3,000 desired for our town’s share. The pressure has, therefore, been on the Plan- 
ning Commission to seek donations to make up the difference. We will ask the town 
to reconsider their vote at March Town Meeting — any donations collected at that 
date would be subtracted from the amount requested — and we expect the Town 
Warning to reflect this fact. 
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The future of studies such as the Ecological Planning study depends on two things: 
a willingness to participate, to get out there and do the work and bear the burden of 
a town’s future; and also a willingness to accept the lessons of the land, the desires 
of as many people as possible and to act upon these in a democratic, orderly way. 
This is sensitive and exciting work; it is often demanding and frustrating but it is 
crucial work for Vermonters in a changing Vermont.

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DOVER PLANNING COMMISSION ANNUAL REPORT 


It is customary to use the Town Meeting Report to announce to all citizens the 
highlights of activities during the past year. The Dover Planning Commission feels 
that many of our activities have been public and therefore well-documented. We 
have received publicity and cooperation and we have encouraged this visibility be- 
cause we believe it to be consistent with our most predominant goals of public com- 
munication, broad-based participation and continuing education. 


The day-to-day, nuts and bolts work of the Planning Commission is often forgotten 
and rarely receives sufficient attention and public scrutiny. In addition, the inter- 
relation between the events sponsored by the Planning Commission, the written 
product of our weekly meetings (the Town Plan, proposed Zoning Ordinance and 
other municipal regulations) and the individual activities of the Commission mem- 
bers deserves clear explanation. In that spirit, we submit this report. 


The nine members of the Dover Planning Commission have spent the year of 1970 
in an essentially different manner than the previous year when our objective was re- 
organization and determination of long-range goals and immediate programs. This 
year we have concentrated on implementation and self-education. Our regular 
meetings have been spent on paper work, exercising the variety of legal tools granted 
to us by State government and local authority to produce a planned community 
growth where health, safety and general welfare and environmental considerations 
are balanced with the prospects of an expanded local economy. The hope is to pro- 
duce a continuing standard of life in Dover, increased town revenue and orderly in- 
stallation of desirable town services. 


1. Town Plan — a statement of town goals in descriptive form. Once approved, 
we can then proceed with Sub-division regulations according to state law. 
Presently awaiting a hearing on proposed ammendments. ‘Two previous 
hearings. 


2. Zoning Permit — an ammendment to our present permanent zoning ordin- 
ance requested by the Selectmen and Zoning Administrative Officer. Drafted 
by the Planning Commission. Hearing in August. Passed by the voters 
— Nov. 17. 


3. Proposed New Zoning Ordinance to conform with Chapter 91 (Vermont 
Planning And Development Act) required by law by 1972. We have been 
working continuously on fitting a model draft ordinance, prepared with the 
heip of the regional Planning Commission, to the requirements of our town 
since March 9th. The work has been time-consuming and painstaking. We 
have received advice from many town officials and private citizens and have 
sought recommendations from other sources, including other towns. We feel 
that it is an absolutely imperative need ihat Dover have a legal, concise and 
sensible zoning ordinance, understandable to all present and potential land- 
owners. Our old ordinance has created high legal expenses, and unavoidable 
problems. We have labored so that the proposed ordinance will not create 
problems but solve them. The new ordinance requires three hearings and re- 
view by selectmen and will be presented to the town during the spring months. 
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4. Dover Public Opinion Survey. Three mailings were sent in the winter- 
spring 1970 and we have received a 60% return. This survey constitutes our 
attempt to develop our sensitivity to the pressures and desires of the com- 
munity and collect some factua! data as well. The results are being compiled 


how. 


5. Recomendations to Selectmen and review of their Regulations. We 
have worked with the Town Manager and Selectmen on the progress of Fire 
District #1, the formation of Fire District #2, Town Health regulations, Junk 
Car regulations, Sanitary Landfill dump operations, amendments to the 
Dover Sign Ordinance, gravel pit agreements, Town Road Specifications, Wil- 
mington-by-Pass extension (Dover limited Acess highway), flood plan de- 
lineations, public building health regulations, Handle Road Association pro- 
posal, assistance to Dover Schoo! Board relative to the new and existing Dover 
Elementary School. 


6. Dover-Wilmington Ecological Planning Study — a research and educa- 
tional study to discovér more about our land and water resources. We par- 
ticipated in the formation of this Study with Wilmington and have been re- 
sponsible for raising our local share of the funding through town presentations 
and general mailings. Three Planning Commission members serve on the 
project steering committee. The Commission receives regular progress re- 
ports (a special progress report is included in this volume). Projected date ot 
completion — May-June 1971. 


7. Capital Budget Committee — a continuing Planning Committee formed to 
encourage better contact between wings of town government by working on 
preparation of the annual budget. The goal is to eliminate conflict in pro- 
jected town expenses and anticipate future demands for town services. 


8. We have also conducted three meetings with developers to assist in review of 
their plot plans. We have prepared testimony for a District Environmental 
Commission hearing. We have appeared upon request to offer testimony to 
the 1970 Legislature and the Vermont Highway Department. 


9. Individual Education and Participation. In order to insure our profes- 
sional knowledge and growth and discharge our responsibilities to other com- 
munities and the State as a whole, Planning Commission members have par- 
ticipated in a variety of programs and diverse committees. These include: 
Ecological Planning Study Steering Committee, Dover School Building com- 
mittee, monthly Windham Regional Planning and Development Commission 
meetings, WRPDC staff, Planning Commission sub-committees on Housing, 
Solid Waste Management, Capital Budgeting, Legislation, Fire District #1 
and #2 prudential Committee, Dover Listers, Highway District #1! Travel In- 
formation Council, Windham District Environmental Commission, Vermont 
Association of Planning and Development Agencies, The New England Coun- 


cil, Deerfield Valley Chamber of Commerce. 


We have participated in the following programs: May Local Affairs Semi- 
nar in Townshend, State Health Department Sub-Division regulations Hear- 
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ing, May Environmental Legislation Workshop at Windham College, 6 week 
Government Orientation Course in Springfield, monthly Vermont Planning 
Association meetings, Wilmington Town Hearings on Town Plan and By-Pass, 
6 Week Course in Planning, Zoning and Environmental subjects at Windham 
College — starting in October, Architect’s Association Environmental Work- 
shop, New England Connecticut River Basin Study presentation, Vermont 
Natural Resources Council seminar, Southern Vermont Conservation Society 
summer programs, Putney school Sunday lecture series, November Solid 
Waste Management Conference, Governor’s Conference on Natural Re- 
sources — and several others. 


Statistics. The Dover Planning Commission met in session 41 times in 
Calendar 1970. A quorum was present on all occasions but 6. Our meetings 
are open to the public and minutes are public record, distributed to ail mem- 
bers and on file in Town Clerk’s office. A library of Planning and Environ- 
mental Books is also located in that office.

REPORT OF SCHOOL DIRECTORS 


This past year, 1970, proved to be a very busy one for your School Directors. On 
January |1, 1970, the voters of the town approved the purchase of a new school site 
and the necessary bonding to erect the new building. Since that time your directors 
have been afflicted with ““meeting-itis’’ due to the legwork and paperwork necessary 
to get a project of this size underway. Under the combined efficient guidance of our 
architect, Mr. Rodney Williams, and our attorney, Mr. Kenneth Fisher, we were 
able to get the proper papers filed in the proper place. 


Mr. John Poor of Wilmington was awarded the contract for site clearing and Mr. 
William H. Morse of Bennington received the contract for the preliminary site work. 
The construction contract was awarded to the Harold L. Loney Construction Co. of 
Brattleboro. Construction is now underway with Mr. Loney’s crew engaged in the 
block work. At this point the Board is optimistic that the work is proceeding on 
schedule. 


Another highlight of the year was the completion of the “Vermont Design for 
Education” report which was given preliminary approval by your School Directors 
on September 16 and was then filed with the State Board of Education. This re- 
presented many hours of sincere thought and discussion by the Design Committee, 
namely: Mrs. Peter Ash, Mrs. Erwin Brown, Jr., Miss Cornelia Crocker, Miss 
Marcia Kohler, Mr. David Rockwell and Mrs. Harold Tausendfreund (as well as 
Mrs. Ray Simon until she moved from the area). This committee met twice a month 
from February until September. Many ideas developed by the committee were 
implemented when school began in September; others will have to wait until the new 
building is completed. The most basic change which the committee felt necessary 
for improving Dover school was a change in attitude on the part of everyone — “‘to 
think of the school as being a vital part of the community.” We feel that this is 
already being accomplished to some extent as more and more parents are volunteer- 
ing to help at school and are volunteering constructive suggestions that are greatly 
appreciated by the staff. We are most grateful to those parents who have given of 
their time to help and are sure they have received clearer insight to some of the 
problems that we face. 


This year we are attempting to work out a flexible non-graded program with the 
school divided into two departments: a primary department consisting of grades |, 
2, 3, and a middle grades department made up of grades 4, 5, and 6. Each depart- 
ment has two teachers. Miss Marcia Kohler and Miss Cornelia Crocker divide the 
duties of the Primary Department and Mr. David Rockwell and Miss Judith Arm- 
strong share those of the Middle Grades Department. Mr. Ransom Grinnell was 
hired as a part-time professional teacher’s aide, and works one day in each room, or 
where ever the need arises. 


To further promote our open communications between home and school, the 
teaching staff has held parent-teacher conferences rather than send home marks on 
a card. Parents, teachers, and children have benefited from this. 
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In short, all of us, whether or not we have children enrolled in Dover Elementary 
School, should be vitally concerned with the education of our children. If we all 


work together toward this goal, what a great school ours can be.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


1970-71 


I hereby submit my annual report as Superintendent of Windham Central School 
District. 


Within the District there are many differences of opinion as to what constitutes a 
good school. It is my feeling that schools can be humane and still educate well. 


Charles E. Silberman, author of Crisis in the Classroom, states his philosophy this 
way: ‘Schools can be genuinely concerned with gaiety and joy and _ individual 
growth and fulfillment without sacrificing concern for intellectual discipline and de- 
velopment. They can be simultaneously child-centered and subject- or knowledge- 
centered. They can stress esthetic and moral education without weakening the three 
R’s. They can do all these things if — but only if — their structure, content and ob- 
jectives are transformed.” 


This can be accomplished through a more informal education, which means less 
reliance on the autocratic teacher-centered class. Many of the District’s loca] de- 
signs reflected this concept in their philosophies and plans for implementing them. 


Our two new school buildings — Leland and Gray Union District High School, 
completed in late January, and the new Dover Elementary School, which will be 
completed by next fall, carry out the concept of informal education in their open 
classrooms. 


Marlboro School, which has been using informal teaching methods for some time, 
was selected this year as an Action School and was awarded some Title III federal 


funds with which to purchase added instructional materials. The Marlboro teachers 


devised a unique program using Man a Course of Study as the core curriculum. 


In an informal educational structure a teacher acts as a guide in the learning 
process and there is great emphasis on an individualized program. The regular class- 
room has been supplemented in many schools by teacher aides, who assist the teacher 
in more routine areas and also in some special areas. We also have derived a great 
deal of benefit from volunteer parents willing to assist in the class and students who 
are on the work-study program at Leland and Gray Union High School. These stu- 
dents have provided physical education, French, and Art to children in the Jamaica, 
Townshend, Winhall, Newfane, and Brookline schools. 


Windham Central District is fortunate in having one of the most comprehensive 
learning disabilities programs in the state. It is designed to aid students with per- 
ceptual and motor difficulties on an individual basis with more help than is possible 
in the regular classroom. Our program starts with pre-school screening and testing. 
Children diagnosed as needing help are enrolled in the First Chance program in 
Townshend. There are tutors in the elementary schools who assist these children in 
correcting their problems. More complex cases are referred to other agencies for 
further diagnosis and help. 


Incorporated in the new Leland and Gray High School is the Accelerated Achieve- 
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ment Center. They have just completed an intensive testing program of all students 
to determine the number who need help in skill areas, such as math and reading. 
This program is supported by federal funds and some local. It will be a model for 
other high school programs. 


The emphasis in curriculum is on the child’s involvement in the subject area. We 
are convinced that learning is more effective when it interests the learner rather than 
when it interests the teacher. In pursuing this philosophy we have introduced a new 
social studies program called Man a Course of Study. This course utilizes a variety of 
instructional materials — booklets, films, slides, records, games. The objective of 
the course is to discover what is human about human beings. Students are en- 
couraged to make their own generalizations about themselves and other humans. 
They have been most enthusiastic about the course. 


Another interesting addition to the Windham Central program this year is the 
media specialist, John Lazarowski, who is working with teachers in all schools and 
introducing new methods and materials in their classrooms. Previously he had several 
successful workshops in Marlboro, Springfield, and Hartland, where he brought in 
weaving, leatherwork, making of weather instruments, cameras, etc., in conjunction 
with science, math, and social studies classes. 


A trend was started in Winhall with the inclusion of the first public kindergarten 
in its program this past year. 


I hope that the design committees will continue to evaluate the programs in their 
schools, remaining aware of changes taking place in education. An enlightened, in- 
volved community is the best example of local control of our schools.

Fund-raising activities include membership dues of 50¢ per family, spring food and 
rummage sale, and the annual Harvest Supper in October. Also, there were some 
very generous donations of ski clothing and equipment. 


The Expenditures for 1970 include: 


The purchase of multiple vitamins, Ice cream and hot dogs and rolls for the 
school picnic, a gift for a departing teacher, the cleaning and fluoridation of the 
children’s teeth and the purchase of candy and nuts for the Christmas party.

REPORT TO THE TOWN OF DOVER 


This is the third year that this Department, as a courtesy, has reported to each 
town and city the amounts spent and people aided in each locality under the various 
Social Welfare programs. This report replaced the previous annual notification to 
each town of the charges that had been assessed against their community for their 
share of State operated welfare programs. The enactment, by the General Assembly, 
of the Social Welfare Act of 1967, eliminated sharing in State welfare costs at the 
local level and, as a result, the requirement for reporting to the towns. 


All of the figures reported this year are for calendar year 1970 except the General 
Assistance figures which are for fiscal year 1970, that is, the twelve month period 
ending June 30, 1970. General Assistance is the program that was formerly operated 
by your Overseer of the Poor. Monthly average number of recipients is a monthly 
average of total people served, except in General Assistance where the count is of 
cases rather than total people within the cases as the latter count is not available.

The above figures do not include money payment recipients residing in nursing 
homes or mental hospitals as there does not appear to be a fair way of assigning a 
town of residence to these people. 


In addition medical vendor payments for the calendar year 1970 totaled about 
$15,000,000 (more than one-third of all Department expenditures) and payments in 
behalf of committed children totaled over $1,400,000 for a monthly average of over 
1,550 children. No doubt, residents of your community were numbered among those 
who benefited by these expenditures.

Ay REPORT TO sTHE VOLE RS OFsDOVER 


The Family and Child Guidance Services is the community mental health service 
for Windham County. As such, a professional treatment team composed of psychi- 
atrists, psychologists, social workers and nurses is available for anyone feeling the 
need for professional counseling. Operating from a central office in Brattleboro, 
with extension offices in Bellows Falls, and Londonderry, assistance is available for 
persons suffering from mental disorders and family problems. Services such as mari- 
tal counseling, counseling for disturbed parent-child relationships, school and com- 
munity adjustment problems and many more are available. Specialized services 
available include a mental retardation service, crime prevention, Big Brother pro- 
gram and others. 


The legislation establishing the community mental health centers in Vermont pro- 
vides for a partnership between the towns, state. Last year for the first time your 
town voted an appropriation to help support the community mental health services. 
By joining together the towns in the region are able to have mental health services 
readily available when needed. Mental illness and family problems can strike any- 
one, and frequently services are difficult to obtain. 


Last year for the first time we were able to obtain direct federal funds to help sup- 
port the services. Now about || % of costs of operations come from federal sources, 
38 % are state funds, and 51 & are local funds, including fees for service. Local funds 
are used to match state and federal funds wherever possible. 


During the past year several families and individuals from your town were helped 
by our clinic staff. In addition some children and adults were helped by the new 
mental retardation service which started in September. Our Crime Prevention 
Project worked with a large number of students around drug abuse prevention. 


We do not anticipate an increased request for funds in the immediate future. We 
do hope that the town will continue their appropriation which we need to continue 
services. 


We appreciate the confidence placed in the program through your continued in- 
terest and support.

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GREEN MOUNTAIN NATIONAL FOREST 


There are 2,066 acres of National Forest land in the Town of Dover. These lands 
are administered by the Green Mountain National Forest of The U.S. Department 
of Agriculture. The renewable resources of these lands are managed to provide sus- 
tained yields of wood for lumber and fiber, clean pure water, and habitat for birds, 
fish and wildlife. These same lands are open to the public for camping, fishing, hik- 
ing, picnicking, hunting, and a place to get away from it all. 


In 1970 the receipts of the Green Mountain National Forest totaled $564,632 or 
$2.34 of income for every acre of land. This income is from the sale of timber, ski 
area permit fees and other use fees. "Twenty-five percent of these receipts are re- 
turned to the town for support of roads and schools. In the year ending June 30, 
1970, Dover received $1,209.11 or $0.58 per acre as its share of the Forest’s receipts. 


With the increasing loss of open space, your National Forest will become more and 
more of an asset to the community. As pressures increase on public land, the need 
for additional land becomes greater. With town needs and regional! planning in mind, 
the selectmen can approve the sale or donation of selected tracts of land to the Forest 
Service by any owner. When acquired, these lands come under the management of 
the Green Mountain National Forest to yield many forest benefits.

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FIRE NOTICE 


All persons are reminded that under Vermont Statutes, Title 10, Section 1496, 
permits are required for outside fires with certain exceptions. 


Sec. 1496. BRUSH FIRES: penalty 


(a) Fires kindled for the purpose of burning brush or for other lawful purpose 
shall! be kindled only at such times and under such conditions as will enable the par- 
ties starting them to keep them entirely under control. Except as provided in this 
section, a person shall not kindle or authorize another to kindle a fire in the open air 
for the purpose of burning brush, weeds, grass, or rubbish of any kind except where 
there is snow on the site, without first obtaining permission from the fire warden or 
deputy warden of the town, or the state forester, or his deputy, stating when and 
where such fire may be kindled. Whenever such permission is granted, such warden, 
or state forester or his deputy, within twelve hours, shall issue a written permit for 
record purposes stating when and where such fire may be kindled. Such permission 
shall not be required for the kindling of a fire in a location which is two hundred feet 
or more from any woodland, timberland or field containing dry grass or other in- 
flammable plant material contiguous to woodland. 


(b) A person who violates a provision of this section shall be fined not more than 
$200.00 or imprisoned not more than six months, or both. 


(c) Whenever the state forester shall deem that the public safety of any town or 
portion of a town of this state does not require the protection provided by this sec- 
tion, he may cause the town fire warden of any such town to post notices to that 
effect in not less than five conspicuous places in such town. 


(d) The provisions of this section will not apply whenever (1) such notices have 
been posted; not (2) to fires built in stone arches at state recreational areas; nor (3) 
to fires built in special containers used for burning brush, waste, weeds, grass or rub- 
bish when conditions are deemed satisfactory to the town fire warden, nor (4) to 
areas within cities or villages maintaining a fire department.
